Traffic delays

Northants County Council has 
admitted Saturday’s match day traf¬ 
fic management plan ‘wasn’t as 
effective as it could have been’. 

Drivers complained of 90 minute- 
traffic along St James Road as well as 
40 minute queues to get out of Claret 
car Park in Edgar Mobbs Way. 

The county council drew up a traf¬ 
fic management plan ahead of the 
event to reduce congestion after fix¬ 
ture clashes at Sixfields and 
Franklin’s Gardens. 

A council spokesman said: “We 
submitted such a plan which was 
approved and implemented on 
Saturday for the first time. 

“The plan wasn’t as effective as it 
could have been principally because 
it is inevitable when there are thou¬ 
sands of people leaving a major 
event at the same time there will be 
some traffic congestion. 

“In addition it is also inevitable 
when new traffic systems are intro¬ 
duced not all traffic will react to it in 
the same way and some drivers will 
take longer to change their behav¬ 
iour. Indeed the filter lanes on the 
roundabouts, which were designed 
to keep traffic flowing, were not 
used to their full potential. 

“The council is happy to help draw 
up a solution but it is up to the advi¬ 
sory group whether it will be imple¬ 
mented again.” 

St James Residents’ Association 
secretary Graham Croucher said: 
“We take no pleasure from being

Blind are being 
let down by care

The County Council has 
blamed financial pressures 
after a report by the RNIB 
accused it of being one of the 
least supportive authorities 
for blind people. 

A report by the Royal 
National Institute for Blind 
People released this week 
highlighted the fact that 
Northamptonshire has 
19,000 residents living with 
sight loss served by just one 
rehabilitation officer. 

The RNIB says that blind 
people are suffering more 


than other disability groups 
as care budgets are cut. 

RNIB’s Chief Executive, 
Lesley-Anne Alexander CBE 
said: “Shockingly people liv¬ 
ing with sight loss are 
increasingly losing out 
whether it is specialist sup¬ 
port, rehabilitation or even 
help with basic activi¬ 
ties, such as learning 
how to cook a meal 
or going outdoors 
safely. If you are 
blind or partially 
sighted and you 
have care needs, 
the prospects of get¬ 
ting council care and 


support are fast diminish¬ 
ing.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “We are facing a 
reality where financial pres¬ 
sures have forced us to make 
savings across all of our ser¬ 
vices and difficult decisions 
are being made.” 

He added that the 
work of charities 
was recognised 
and valued and 
this was why they 
were being com¬ 
missioned to per¬ 
form specific care 
tasks for the county 
council.

“The number of his 
friends and colleagues 
from school who joined his 
family for his burial was a 
tribute to the esteem in 
which Ola was held.”

HS2 seemed a good idea. Most in 
the rail lobby welcomed the pros¬ 
pect of taking traffic off the 
WCML and taking High speed rail 
to the north. 

However, while the government 
dithers over interminable argu¬ 
ments and procrastinates, appar¬ 
ently reluctant to actually spend 
the money, the projected cost 
escalates. 

I feel conned. It seems the idea 
we had supported is simply an 


extension of the 
trans-European High speed net¬ 
work (TEN-T) and nothing to do 
with the average commuter. Sadly 
it seems to be a vanity project 
from our masters in Brussels or an 
attempt to further integrate us. 

Why is it taking so long and cost¬ 
ing so much? Basically they want 
it to run at 250mph so top busi¬ 
nesses can get home for tea. This 
greatly restricts the route and 
increases pressure to keep various 
bodies and politicians happy. It 
might be good to be part of TEN-T 
but it is not the government’s pre¬ 
ferred measure, value for money 
let alone the democratic value for 
people.

Graduate launches 
agricultural blog

A Northants-born social media 
graduate has created a blog as a 
way to engage farmers with each 
other and break down stereotypes. 

Agricultural advice blogger Judy 
Pearson, 26, said: “I feel one of the 
biggest problems in the agricultur¬ 
al sector is that there is a lack of 
cohesion between separate farm¬ 
ing businesses and with that a lack 
of information share,” said Judy, 
who works as a Rural Chartered 
Surveyor for Berrys in Kettering, 
Northamptonshire. 

“As anyone in the agricultural 
industry will know there is a great 
divide between farmers and land 
agents. 

“Land agents often have a bad 
press for driving Volkswagen Golfs 
and wearing red cords and tweed. 

“With my aim to help farmers and 
to break this stereotype, I thought 


that a way of sharing information 
via social media would open a door 
for communication between the 
two parties and would achieve my 
objective to help farmers. 

“I am very much in awe of the 
work and commitment that goes 
into running a farming business. It 
is undoubtedly one of the hardest 
jobs out there and incredibly time 
consuming, which ultimately cre¬ 
ates little time for red tape paper¬ 
work and researching issues that 
could affect their business. 

“I wanted to aim my social net¬ 
working at providing information 
on topical and traditional issues 
that aren’t often covered in the 
press, and to bring issues to farm¬ 
ers’ attention that if dealt with 
early could change the course of 
their business path.” 

Judy, who lives on her family’s 
farm in Old, Northamptonshire, 
launched her blog in August last 
year while also setting up a twitter 
account - @blondeagadvisor - to 


work alongside it. 

She has experienced great success 
with both, recruiting more than 
1,000 followers on twitter and see¬ 
ing up to 150 visitors a day to her 
blog. More than 100 people have 
also signed up to receive her week¬ 
ly blog via email. 

Recent topics addressed by Judy 
include CAP Reform, the current 
price of land and how yields, crop 
prices and rent levels can affect 
bottom lines. 

“One of the best parts of the blog 
is that if someone searches the

What does the Supreme Court 
Judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others mean to you? 


The Supreme Court delivered its 
judgment in Prest v Petrodel Resources 
Limited and Others ("Prest") on 
Wednesday 12 June 2013. 

At the heart of the case was the 
question of how far the family courts 
could make orders against assets in 
company structures by using Family Law 
to achieve this, despite existing rules of 
Company Law. 

The Flusband held a number of valuable 
property assets within company 
structures, which were being used as a 
way to try and defeat the Wife's financial 
claims arising from their Divorce. 

In essence the Supreme Court has 
answered this question by saying there is 
a single set of laws which apply whether 
in a Company or Family Law jurisdiction. 
Despite this the Supreme Court was 
able to distinguish this case on its facts 
to find that the Husband was entitled 
to the properties within the company 
structures and so they could be made 
the subject of financial orders in favour 
of the Wife. 

Due to very specific circumstances of 
this case, it is by no means an open 
door through which to attack company 
structures in order to bring business 
assets into a matrimonial settlement. 
However it is clear the Family Courts 
have at their disposal a very wide range 
of powers to ensure there is a fair 
sharing of assets, as part of a Divorce or 
Dissolution of a Civil Partnership.

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SPOT THE HAZARDS WITH ELECTRICSAFE

Going away on holiday or jetting away 
to sunnier climes can seem incredibly 
tempting. If you have been on holiday this 
summer, or will be going soon, there's 
plenty to think about: Is your passport in 
date? Have you exchanged enough money 
for your trip? Does your luggage meet the 
weight restrictions?

If circuits 
are not switched off or fail to switch back 
on, there may be a fault with either circuit 
or the RCD itself and you should contact a 
competent, registered electrician. 

If you find that any electrical work is 
needed on your home, you need to be 
aware that under Part R the section of the 
Building Regulations that covers electrical 
domestic work, certain electrical work on 
your home needs to be notified to your 
Local Authority Building Control (LABC). 

For example, if a new consumer unit needs 
to be installed, the LABC must be notified 
by law.

1) Proximity of heater to toilet 
is a potential safety hazard, 
especially If not RCD protected. 
Electricity and water do not mix. 


2) A damaged switch that is 
not connected to a circuit is 
not unsafe. But burnt electrical 
switches are very dangerous if 
still connected. Never reconnect. 
Throw away immediately! 


3) Bodge job left wires badly 
extended and terminals loose. 
Touching exposed, energised 
wires could cause a potentially 
fatal electric shock. 



4) Though consumer unit appears 
to be sound, close proximity to 
a gas meter violates Electrical 
Regulations. Even a minor gas 
leak here could cause an fire and/ 
or explosion. 


5) Though wiring appears to be 
sound, a small child could recieve 
a potentialy fatal electric shock if 
they were to touch the exposed 
terminals of this unfinished 
socket. 


6 ) A householder checks their 
RCD, a device incorporated 
into many consumer units and 
designed to prevent fatal electric 
shock. This should be done every 
quarter. If supply is not switched 
off when button pressed, seek 
advice from a competent, 
registered electrician.

Skoda Yeti 


Were it not for Jeremy Clarkson proclaiming it to 
be the greatest thing ever, Skoda’s Yeti would have 
remained one of the most underrated family cars 
around. It didn’t need much doing to it, but the 
latest model is styled in two distinct versions, one 
for the city and one for off-road. There are seven 
engines available, upgraded interior trim and a rear 
view camera option. The standout engines are the 
1.4-litre TSI petrol unit and the 1.6 TDI GreenLine 
diesel. The TSI engine sounds as if it doesn’t have 
the grunt to move the Yeti but it packs 122PS and 
is the best choice of you’re looking for an urban 
scoot. The diesel’s better for longer distances, 
generating 105PS but offering 250Nm of torque 
rather than the petrol engine’s 200. It’s spacious, 
safe, drives well, has a cool but understated image 
and extremely low running costs.

Aidy Boothroyd says he isn’t 
Mystic Meg - but predicts a bright 
future for Northampton Town. 

The Cobblers’ 1-1 draw with

Dylan Hartley has acknowledged 
he has a fight on his hands to earn 
a place in Stuart Lancaster’s 
England starting XV for the 
autumn internationals in 
November. 

The 27-year-old Northampton 
Saints skipper already faces stiff 
competition from his Leicester 
Tigers opposite number Tom 
Youngs to get the nod at hooker, 
with both named in the Elite 
Player Squad (EPS). 

Bath’s Rob Webber and David 
Paice of London Irish have also 
put themselves in the frame after 
both went on tour with England to 
Argentina over the summer. 

Youngs was part of the victorious 
British & Irish Lions squad in 
Australia during the summer, 
with Hartley forced to miss out 
having been handed an 11-week 
banforhisredcard at Twickenham 


in the Premiership Final for alleg¬ 
edly swearing at referee Wayne 
Barnes, although Hartley main¬ 
tains the verbals were aimed at 
Youngs. 

But, with the ban served and the 
incident firmly behind him, both 
England head coach Lancaster 
and forwards coach Graham 
Rowntree were at Franklin’s 
Gardens on Saturday to watch 
Hartley put in a fine try-scoring 
display to help inspire 
Northampton Saints to a 38-11 
victory over Exeter Chiefs in their 
Aviva Premiership opener. 

On his England chances, Hartley 
said: “It has been well document¬ 
ed. We all know who Tom Youngs 
is - he’s a fantastic player - and 
we’re both in that EPS. 

“I’ve been made fully aware that 
people like Rob Webber and David 
Paice are coming after me, but all 
I can do is play rugby and try and 
play well, 

“I’ve been put in the elite player 
squad for a reason, so I’ll try to 
justify that and, come November, 


you never know what’s happening 
with form and injuries.” 

Hartley will be hoping to play a 
part in England’s autumn interna¬ 
tionals. with Australia first up on 
November 2, before clashes with 
Argentina on November 9 and 
world champions New Zealand on 
November 16. 

Meanwhile, earning a bonus 
point win over the Chiefs at the 
weekend was ‘one hell of a start’ 
according to Hartley. 

The hooker’s third minute try set 
the tone for a five-star showing 
from the Saints as they began 
their assault on the Aviva 
Premiership crown in style. 

Further scores from Ken Pisi, 
Tom Wood and George Pisi put the 
Saints out of sight at the break as 
they ran riot in the opening 40 
minutes to take a 31-6 lead. 

Although they took their foot of 
the gas after the break, they still 
ran out comfortable victors, with 
replacement Samu Manoa scoring 
their fifth try late on. 

All five tries were converted by 


Stephen Myler, who has also 
added a penalty, while Chiefs 
skipper Dean Mumm got their 
solitary uncoverted try in the sec¬ 
ond half, to go with a couple of 
Gareth Steenson penalties in the 
first period. 

Hartley also credited Exeter for 
frustrating Saints and restoring 
some pride after the break. 

He said: “It was the perfect start 
for us, we just kept going and 
going in the first half and showed 
great intensity to keep them on 
the back foot. 

“But we knew they weren’t just 
going to roll over and I think that 
proved to be the case as they came 
out fighting. 

“We struggled a bit second half 
and, while it felt like we took our 
foot off the gas, it was more them 
stepping up to the mark and being 
more competitive. 

“While we’re very happy, there 
are always going to be areas to 
work on being the first game of the 
season, but a bonus point win is a 
hell of a start.”
